I recognize the 
right of the Legislature to impose this 
responsible duty upon me, and will 
not shrink from its performance. 

In J867, when it was proposed to use

Eulogy Pronounced Upon him by 
Henry Ward Beecher. 


Aiter the usual services 
nies over the remains, Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher delivered the following 
address: 


It is not expected that | should in- 


dulge in eulogy, noreven that [should 
attempt to recount the prominent 


facts in the history of him whois gone. 
But a few days ago he walked in man- 
ly vigor and unceasing activity, but 
to-day! Not when he was born and 
in his cradle was he weaker than now 
—this nian of strength and power in 
his coffin. So sudden, so instant, was 
his death, that it was as the fall of 
some nlighty tree that had filled the 
air wide‘and broad with his strength 
and richness, butin the hour has 
the woodman’s axe, und the place 
that knewit knows it no more and 
will not forever. It is seldom that 
any one passes from life who has held 
any public position exeept the one 
which he built up for himself, for 
whose departure there has been so 
much sympathy and good will and 
admiration and griefand affection as 
He was 
called toa sphere of irradiation, in its 
very nature contestant, and was tong 
habituated to discussion in times that 
have swayed men ané@ the nation to 
the bottom. Searecly had his depart- 
ure been flashed the land than with 
lightning like rapidity comes back the 
testimony of his antagonists and 
friends to his goodness of nature, his 
great capacity, and the purity of his 
motives and the good work which he 
has done in his own community and 
for the nation. It is a testiniony and 
a witness to the real goodness of this 
man that those’ who were most op- 
posed to him—-that those whose hands 
were lifted with the pen of contest laid 
it down to write his eulogy and ex- 
press their heartfelt. grief. He wasa 
man who loved and was” be- 
loved; he was ae-man without 
hate, and I might almost say without 
animosity; a man the nearer you 
came to him, and the better you knew 
him, the more you esteemed’ and the 
better you loved him. You‘ trusted 
him if you knew him to love him, and 
it is no small thing to say in this sel- 
fish world that his like is rarely.to be 
met with. There are two things 
which I wish to emphasize in his pub- 
lic career, and only two. Hestood in 
the widest pulpit that is now known 
to modern society. The lawyer has. 
his narrow sphere of the forum, and 
the representative the close walls of 
the Legislature—the minister has his 
parish and the walls of his church, 
and scarcely speaks beyond. But 
there is now a pulpit which hasin this 
day no limit—it is that of the press. 
It is literally the voice of one that 
speaks, that cries in the wilderness, 
for all creeds and for all the populace 
of the land, throughout the entire ter: 
ritories to the Pacific Ocean, the daily 
papers speak, and there is not in mod- 
ern civilization a power which can 
compare with this. There is no place 
in the land which has so developed 
the daily press as this, and among 
the builders—I do not say founders— 
but among the  builders-ip of 
this foundation stands Mr. Ray- 
mond.

THE PEACE JUBILEE. 

One unacquainted with our New 
England “ brethren ’? must have been 
at a loss for the past three months to 
divine what was the purpose of the 
great National (?) Peace Jubilee of 
which we have read so much lately, 
and which has just finished jubilat- 
ing at Boston. All the advertise- 
ments, editorial notices and pronunci- 
amentos of the jubilee indicated to

Shoddy contracts and 
“good things” in the way of 
Government stealings were not as 
abundant as they formerly were. The 
profits in cash to the denizens of the 
Hub were not going to be as great as 
in former days. The good people of 
the modern <Athens were sorely 
troubled until one GiLMORK—an in- 
ventive genius—conceived the idea of 
‘alling in .strangers to assist in in- 
creasing the sums on the profit side of 
their ledger account.

Twenty or 
twenty-five thousand people from 
around about the Hub went to the 
They spent several days in 
looking at the eight-legged calf, the 
double-headed negro,the four-eyed kit- 
ten and such. Boston entertained 
then. Boston took their money, and 
Boston is happy, though we hear a 
wail now and then that they did not 
make enough ‘on the speculation. 

One of the features of the jubilee 
was the speeches. Horace GreBLy 


had protested earnestly’ against 
spéeech-making. GRANT, the taci- 
turn, would be there; the 
lion of the occasion. He was 


not.a talkist. Hence the crowd must 
not talk, said Horace. But Horace 
had the odds against him in this mat- 
ter. One Hon. A. HT. Rice (a first 
cousin of Rice, of Arkansas, no 
doubt), was selected to. welcome the 
crowd; and he did welcome them ina 
grandiloquent speech of hour’s 
length, from which we make but one 
short extract. This is all the orator 
said bearing upon the subject then be- 
fore his audience: ‘3 


Peace is the theme of our song—Peace 
the ideal goddess of our Jubilee. * Let 
us have peace ’’ are the watchwords of the 
great hero of the war, to whose military 
renown the country has now added the 
highest of civil honors. ‘They are both a 
commentary upon the past and a promise 
of the future; they reflect a state of war 
or of its consequences, and they plead for 
permanent tranquility. Peace has not 
come by a compromise which might leave 
within the country the seeds of still 
mightier wars in future years. Nor is it 
a peace in which the ditferent sections of 
the country shall be held at bay by mili- 
tary power, as France restrains England 
and Prussia restrains France, and Eng- 
land recjprocally restrains both. 

Bat it is a peace resting upon the inimu- 
table basis of justice and humanity—upon 
a common interpretation of the funda- 
mental law, and upon a more homogene- 
ous eivilization in the States. 


If this had been uttered anywhere. 
outside of New England the speaker 
would have been regarded a proper 
subject for an insane asylum. But it 


sentiments should be uttered at the 
The affair 
was mis-named in its conception; it 
was falsely advertised. in its progress, 
and it was meet that patent false- 
hoods should fall from the lips of one 
who represented the getters-up of the 
humbug at the grand opening -of the 
farce.

The rebellion 
for a time overwhelmed her, and treated 
her Unionists cruelly; and that part of the 
State was not recovered till late in 1863. 
The strife was here hand to hand and 
knife to knife, and almost every survivor 
mourns relatives or near friends who (in 
his view) were murdered by the adverse 
combants. The State reconstructed her- 
self on a loyal basis while.the war was at 
its hight, and of course disfranchised all 
the rebels and fastened them down by a 
stringent registry law. Thus they have 
remained; and no one ean lawfully vote’ 
or hold office who ever favored the re- 
bellion. A full third of the whites, with 
all the blacks, are loyal to the core; and 
these have the political power completely 
in their hands, If any State can maintain 
itself on a basis of persistent rebel dis- 
franchisement, that State is Tennessee.

Gentlemen: An execution for four thou- 
sand eight hundred dollars has been lewed 
on the stocks of the Memphis and Little 
Rock Railroad belonging to the city of 
Memphis. I have made every efiort that 
I could to raise the money to pay off the 
execution And release the stock, and have 
failed to do anything as yet to accomplish 
the object. Since the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Farrington 
gnd others has been given against the 
city of Memphis, there seems to be no 
one who is willing to advance the 
city the necessary funds on any terms. 
If the Finance Committee will suggest 
any plan by whieh the money can be 
raised for that purpose they will please do 
so immediately, as the salé of the stock 

ce to-morrow.

In all their 
Rebates, eyen among the hottest, he eould 
remember of no harsh or personal remarks 
that Black hadever made. The question 
for the Board to decide now was whether 
the Board will violate an old custom that 
had never been deviated from, or adhere. 
‘to a courtesy that had been accorded from 
time immemorial. In nominating Alder- 
man Black, neither at the previous mect- 
ing nor at the present one, had he thought 
of his polities. [is polities has never cn- 
tered his (Leftwich’s; mind.

-Alderman Dyer said’ he did not wish to 
be considered a stickler in sinall matters. 
On the former occasion he would have 
voted for Alderman Black, and prepared 
to do so, when Alderman Black made a 
remark which changed his mind. He had 
said that he would never vote for Alder- 
men Black—not that he did_ not admire 
and esteem him, but there were insupera- 
ble objections to him. One objection was 
that Alderman Black is ardently in favor 
of the sale of the city’s stock in the Little 
Rock Railroad, which this Board and the 
community were unalterably opposed to, 
He thought that there were other gentle- 
men around the Board that they could 
unite on. Any other gentleman: would 
suit him better than Alderman Black, 
for he wasthe one that brought all the 
storm down on them at the previous 
meeting. The Mayor, in this tirade of 
invective which he poured out upon the 
Board, said that he had known of the 
érimes and misdemeanors that he charged, 
for some three or four weeks or three or 
four months. Why did he not tellof 
them or think of them, until the Board 
had refused to gonfirm his appointec? 

The Chair here interrupted Mr. Dyer 
and said that he must confine himself. to 
the subject, as he (the Chair) would allow 
no personalities. 

Alderman Dyer diselaimed any inten- 
tion of being personal, and said that he 
never dealt in personalities or invective. 
| Alderman Moffet said that the only rea- 
son so far urged:against Alderman Black 
was, that he was in favor of the sale of te 
Little Rock Railroad stock. This was 
simply puerile. It was no oljection at 
all. Evenif he were in favorof the sale, 
what could he do toward eftecting it? If 
he were athousand times in favor of it, 
he could not sell it, unless the Board or- 
dered the sale. | 

Alderman Renner did not like to make 
aspeech, but would beg both parties to 
yfeld a littlh—make concessions for the 
sake of harmony. He wished the 
Mayor would yield a little 
that Mr. Black would yield his claims. 
They could then center ona man who 
would be agreeable to all parties. The 
position of affairs was damaging the city 
eredit already lying so low. ‘This very 
quarrel was day by day dragging it down- 
ward. He begged the gentlemen to inake 
concessions, 

Alderman Glanecy said. before he took a 
vote on that he wished to say a few words.

THE REGISTRARSHIP. 


Arguments in the Injunction Case of 


Williams vs. Boughner. 


Our readers have already been made 


acquainted with the position in which the 
office of Commissioner of Registration 


now stands. Williams, on account of 
malpraectices and failure to comply with 
the laws governing registration, became 
obnoxious to the Governor, and he saw 
fit to remove him, and the office thus va- 
eated was given to Mr. Boughner, an old 
and well-known citizen. When he came 
to take charge of the offiee, he was met 
by Williams with evasion at first, and 
finding that that would not do, the latter 
enjoined him from the exercise of the 
functions of his office—the injunction 
having been granted by Chancellor Smith. 
Yesterday was set for the hearing of the 
argument in the case, and at one a.m, it 
was opened by Van A, W. Anderson, Esq., 
for Mr. Boughner. 

Mr. Anderson stated that he made two 
rincipal objections to the bill of Wit- 
iams: the first was that neither the Dis- 
trict’ Attorney or the Attorney General, 
had joined in the proceedings with Wil- 
liams, which the defendant contends is 
necessary and proper. Thesecond ground 
taken was that the Governor has the 
wer to remove officers appointed by 
im. 

In support of the tirst proposition, Mr. 
Anderson cited various authorities to 
show that the State must be made a party 
to such suits in order that they may be le- 
gally brought. The seeond proposition 
he argued more at length. The Regis- 
trar’s office, he contended, was unknown 
and unheard of in a tree government, and 
was created in accordance with and under 
the article in the Constitution which dele- 
gates tothe Goyernor the appointing of 
certain oflicers. The franchise act was an 
act to enable the. Government to distin- 
guish between political sheep and goats, 
and the oflice of Commissioner of Kegis- 
tration was one of those whom the CGov- 
ernor was allowed to appoint... Mr. An-. 
derson then proceeded to argue that the 
right to appoint gave the right to remoye, 
and. cited the position of the President ot 
the United States. Referring to the late 
decision of the Supreme Court, in the 
case of State vs. Staten, the franchise case 
as it was eailed, he said there seemed to 
be considerable misapprehension among 
those eyen who ought to know better, the 
general impression being that the decision 
had aflirmed that the Governor had no 
right to remove a Registrar. This is a 
mistake; the Court decided that he had 
no right.to annul the registration of a 
county—the legal act of a Registrar, but 
the Registrar was his creation, and his 
tenure of office alepended on his good 
will, When the Governor finds that a 
Registrar has been guilty of fraud, viola- 
tion of his oath, the barter and sale of 
certificates or other flagrant derelictions, 
itis his right and duty to remove him. 
Judge Story lays it down as the law that 
the appointing power contains within 
itself the right to control or revoke. 

Ifghis power did not lay with the Gov- 
ernor, Williams is himself an usurper, for 
James Davis was the first Registrar ap- 
pointed, Hewas removed by Goy. Brown- 
low and Sears appointed in his place, 
Sears resigned and Williams was ap- 
pointed.
